FOREWORD 


The Annuals are high points of the exhibition schedule for the 
Museum. They are attended by deep interest, anticipation, specu- 
lation. 


What will this year’s summing-up of a given medium turn up of 
new styles and of previously unknown names ? What have the well- 
known artists produced during the past twelve months? What sur- 
prises and discoveries will there be? What trends and tendencies 
will be defined this time ? 


Such questions quicken the curiosity of all who follow art here, 
for no broader review of art activity occurs in San Francisco than 
the San Francisco Art Association Annual Exhibitions. 


All three Annuals, which among them cover the whole field of 
creative art expression, are open, juried exhibitions. Any artist, no 
matter where he lives or what his affiliations, may submit work 
and be sure of consideration on its merits in relation to all the 
rest submitted. The majority of entries are from the Bay Region 
and the West, but artists from all parts of the country send in 
material. For Print and Drawing Annuals, because the work is 
relatively easy and inexpensive to send, the proportion of entries 
from outside the state and from a distance is always large. 


From the many hundreds of entries the elected jury of the Art 
Association is charged with making the selections for the exhi- 
bition, a selection at once of the highest technical and creative 
quality and adequately representative of the tendencies exempli- 
fied. It is a heavy responsibility and a long and difficult task. The 
result is invariably an exhibition of high standard and of great 
variety and liveliness. The present Tenth Drawing and Print 
Annual is no exception. By electing a jury even more than usually 
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numerous and broad in its background and point of view, the Art 
Association has endeavored to emphasize quality no matter what 
the style. Visitors to the exhibition will be able to judge how well 


they have functioned. 


The exhibition is extremely varied and it is larger than usual. 
There is an unusually large representation from outside the state. 
Technical achievement is high whatever the medium, and demon- 
strates a versatility and inventiveness among contemporary print 
makers as well as a mastery of the traditional techniques. In ex- 
pression the exhibition reflects most of the tendencies in art of our 
time. Interesting is the appearance of color prints of several types. 
Prints by necessity are dependent on complicated techniques and at 
times emphasis on perfection in processes has obscured for con- 
noisseurs the importance of content and of expression. This ex- 
hibition keeps a good balance between what the works have to 
convey and how they do it. The artists included are keeping pace 
in their prints with developments in contemporary art and such an 
exhibition gives strong testimony to the vitality of prints in art of 
today. 


The drawings are, as is to be expected, more personal, and also 
exemplify a wide variety of contemporary styles, and personalities 
as varied as those of the artists who produced them. 


The Museum is happy to play host to another San Francisco Art 
Association exhibition, and presents this Tenth Annual of Draw- 
ings and Prints to the Bay Region public with the conviction that 
it is a fine and stimulating report on art today in these media.
